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GARY 12-HOUR DAY LETTER 
TO HARDING, ‘TAINTED WITH 
BLUFF,’ GOMPERS DECLARES 


' WASHINGTON, July 6. 
ROMISES made by Judge 
P E. H. Gary and other heads 
of the steel industry to 
President Harding to eliminate 
the 12-hour day in steel mills at 
some future date were declared 
today by Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, to be tainted with 
bluff and insincerity. 

Referring to the letters on the 
subject made public yesterday by 
President Harding at Tacoma, 
Gompers expressed surprise that 
the President “should consider it 
worth giving to the public.” 

“I advise steel workers not to 
expect too much as a result of 
the exchange of cordidlities be- 
tween the President and Judge 
Gary.“ Gompers said. 

“The President suggested to 
Mr. Gary that the 12-hour day 
might be abolished ‘when there 
is a surplus of labor available.’ 
and Mr. Gary puts those words in 
quotation marks in his response, 
and agrees with the grace and 
tact of a born diplomat that, of 
course, it shall be as the Presi- 
dent wishes. 

When there is a eurplus of 
labor available,’ the Judge doubt- 
less thinks, wages can be cut, and 
he doubtless hopes this ‘surplus’ 
may be hastened by wideopen 
Immigration. 

“The whole thing is: tainfed 
with bluff And insincerity. The 
steel trust will cater, first, to 
profits and it will not do any- 
thing that will.even hold the pos- 
gibility of jeorpardizing profits 
until driven to it either by ir- 
resistible public opinion or the 
force of organization among the 
steel workers. 

The one sure way of ending 
the 12-hour day in the eteel mills 
is for the steel workers, through 
organization, to refuse to remain 
slaves to the Steel Trust. The 
Gary ‘when’ letter is a travesty, 
and a pari#icularly cruel one.

MORE FINES AND SENTENCES 
__ IN TEXAS OIL FRAUD CASES 


Sixteen Men, One Woman Convicted 
So Far at Fort Worth for 
Misuse of Mails.

FORT WORTH, Tex., July 6.— 
L. M. White and E. D. McMahon. 
* 1 in connection with alleged 
use of the mails to defraud in oil 
stock sales, pleaded guilty in the 
Federal District Court of the North- 
ern District of Texas, Thursday aft- 
ernoon. Guilty pleas in two cases 
were entered by White, who received 
a total e of $4000. A stay of 
execution was granted him until 
July 10. McMahon was fined $3,- 
000 in the one case against him. He 
paid the money and was released. 

Including these latest pleas of 
guilty a summary of convictions in 
local oil cases which+involved alleged 
misuse of the United States mails 
follows: 

Sixteen men and one woman con- 
victed; totel.fines assessed $100,602: 
total number of years that must 
be served in the penitentiary, 27. 

Charles D. Spannon, oil promoter, 
indicted jointly with Col. B. M. Hat- 
field for using the -mails to defraud 
in connection with the operation of 
the Texas-Mexia drilling syndicate, 
yesterday pleaded guilty in Federal 
Court to the charge against him and 
was fined $1000. Col. Hatfield also 
entered a plea of guilty and was 
given one year and one day in Fed- 
eral prison. 

Benjamin Carl Hatcher, Edwin 
Smith, James Drevr and Joseph 
Ball also were indicted in connec- 
tion with the operations of the syn- 
dicate. Hatcher was given a year 
and a day in Federal prison and 
Smith was fined $500.

STENGH BOMBS 
HURLED AT CAR OF 
FUNERAL PARTY 


Body of Dréwned Man Being 
Carried From House to 
Hearse When Missiles Are 
Thrown. . 


INCIDENT ASCRIBED 
TO TAXICAB WARFARE 


Missile, Tossed at Illinois 
Traction Car in North 
Ninth Street, Explodes, 
Breaking Window. 


Bombers in the guerilla warfare 
between union and non-union taxi- 


cab drivers yesterday afternoon di- 


verted their activities from taxicabs 
to a funeral, hurling two stench 
bombs at an automobile in the cor- 
tege of Ernest A. Cremer Jr., as the 
funeral party was preparing to 
leave the Cremer residence, 3409 
Henrietta street, at 3 o’¢lock. The 
car bombed was unoccupied. 

Police also reported a bomb, eith- 
er explosive or chemical, was 
thrown at the front end of an IIli- 
nols Traction car in front of 3430 
North Ninth street, breaking a win- 
dow and frightening passengers. 

The stench bombs were thrown at 
the funeral party from a large Hud- 
son touring car, occupied by three 
men, which was driven rapidly past 
the machines in the cortege, parked 
in Henrietta street. Witnesses said 
the license tag of the Hudson was 
covered with cardboard. 

The missiles were electric light 
bulbs, filled with a vile-smelling 
liquid. One of the bombs fell in a 
sedan owned by Bopp Bros., of Web- 
ster Groves, undertakers in charge, 
and the other struck in the street 
near this machine, which was the 
fifth car from the héarse.. 

George J. Bopp, 55 Summitt ave- 
nue, Webster Groves, a member of 
the undertaking firm, today, said his 
firm usually employed non-union 
drivers and that four non-union 
chauffeurs were driving cars for the 
Cremer funeral. He attributed the 
bombing to the drivers’, warfare. 

The body of Cremer was being 
carried from the residence to the 
hearse, and attendants were placing 
flowers in other cars, Bopp said, 
when the bomb was thrown. 

Cremer, 18 years old, and Albert 
Koehn, 20, of 3530 Hartford street, 
were drowned, and two brothers of 
Koehn injured last Monday when 
their automobile was overturned on 
a rough road southwest of Valley 
Park, hurling the men into Ranken 
Creek. 

Police investigating the bombing 
of the Illinois Traction car, which oc- 
curred at 4:40 p. m., found no wit- 
nesses who saw the bomb thrown. 
The car, northbound on Ninth street. 
was struck on the front end as it was 
passing 3430 North Ninth street. The 
motorman, Wiliam C. Winderle of 
Granite City, said he did not see the 
bomb thrown. Fragments of newspa- 
per, in which the missile had been 
wrapped, were found in the street. 
A front window of the car was shat- 
tered. 

Two passengers, Miss Marquette 
Cook of 2315 Illinois avenue, Granite 
Cit¥ymand Mrs. Elvin Dowling, 2260 
L street, Granite City, suffered nerv- 
ous shock.

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ROCKEFELLER BUYS 
ADAM AND EVE FOR 


HIS ‘GARDEN OF EDEN 


Gigantic Sculpture by Barnard 
to Stand in Marble Niche 
on His Estate. 


By the Associate< Press. 
NEW YORK, July 6.—A gigantic 


sculptored group of Adam and Eve. 
each figure about 25 feet high and 
weighing 126 tons, designed and 
hewn from white Carrara marble by 
George Grey Barnard, has been pur- 
chased by John D. Rockefeller and 
will be erected in a “Garden of 
Eden” on the Rockefeller estate at 
Pocantico Hills, N. T., it was learned 
today. 

The group, so posed that Eve 
seems to be rising out of a rib of 
Adam, will be set in an arched 
marble niche now being completed 
by Italian sculptors on the Rocke- 
feller estate, when Barnard returns 
from a vacation in Canada. 

Two Barnard statues already stand 
near the site intended for Adam ana 
Eve. One “The Rising Woman,” 
shows womanhood arising to a new 
strength, the other, “The Hewer,” 
shows a nude man attempting to 
break a piece of timber with a prim- 
itive weapon. 

The Adam and Eve group is one 
of the boldest conceptions of the 
subject ever seen, according to the 
New York Evening World, which as- 
serted it took Rockefeller years to 
overcom® his belief that the nude 
in art was demoralizing. 

Some 15 years ago he refused to 
examine “The Hewer,” then newly 
sculptured. Years later, he by 
chance saw the figure in Mr. Bar- 
nard’s studio, and, impressed by its 
strength, purchased it. 

Among Barnard’s other works is 
the bronze statue of Abraham Lin- 


coin, a Cincinnati, a repleca of which

UF MORGAN STREET 


Ordinance Provides for Cut- 
ting Through Across 
Grand Boulevard and Out- 
let to Delmar and Enright. 


* CUTOFF WILL BE 
NEAR VANDEVENTER 


Completion of Improve- 
ment With Proposed Wid- 
ening of Street Will Mean 
New Thoroughfare. ) 


Mayor Kiel yesterday signed the 
bill providing tor extension of Mor- 
gan street straight west from its 


present terminus at Grand boulevard 
to Spring avenue through the block 
between Delmar boulevard and En- 
right avenue, on which the Hodia- 
mont car line runs. 

At Spring avenue, under provi- 
sions of the ordinance, the extension 
of Morgan street will split so as to 
form a “, one branch leading into 
Delmar boulevard east of Vandeven- 
ter avenue, the other ane into 
Enright avenue. 

With the widening of Morgan 
street to an 80-foot street between 
Grand boulevard and Third street, 
this extension will open another 
through traffic artery from Third 
street to the city limits. Later it Is 
planned to open Enright avenue be- 
tween Taylor avenue and Union bou- 
levard, thus relieving congestion of 
east and west traffic on Delmaregand 
Washington boulevards. 

Original plans for the Morgan 
street extension provided for a cut- 
off at Grand boulevard so as to make 
a difect connection at Grand with 
Delmar boulevard similar to the 
Washington boulevard cut-off ..two 
blocks south. This plan was aban- 
doned because of expected high cost 
of land at Grand and Delmar boule- 
vards and to make possible a straight 
crossing of Grand boulevard instead 
of a diagonal crossing. 

Part of Widening Program. 

As is known, the Morgan street 
extension is part of the general plan 
of street widening and extension pro- 
vided under the bond issue. Comple- 
tion of the project will result in for- 
mation of a loop. of wide traffic arts- 
ries around the downtown business 
district. 

Streets to be used in formation of 
the loop are Morgan street on the 
north, Third street on the east, Wal- 
nut and Market streets on the south 
and Twelfth boulevard on the west. 
Twelfth boulevard is to be extended 
northwest so as to form a traffic 
artery out Natural Bridge avenue and 
to the southwest to connect with 
Gravois avenue. 

Olive street is to be widened from 
Twelfth boulevard to Channing ave- 
nue, where it enters Lindell. boule- 
vard. Condemnation proceedings are 
now under way relative to the Mar- 
ket, Morgan and Olive streets and 
Twelfth boulevard projects. 

Condemnational Proceedings Next. 

The city legal department will now 
institute condemnation proceedings 
to obtain land necessary for the 
Morgan street extension, west of 
Grand boulevard. Because of time 
required for disposal of legal for- 
malities it is not expected work on 
the extension can be started in less 
than a year. 

The estimated cost of the extension 
west of Grand boulevard is $328,226, 
of which about one-third will be paid 
by the city, the remainder by bene- 
fitted taxpayers.

beyond American boundaries today 


enjoying life at sea in comfortable 


oa bins and on the decks ot the ma- 
rine transport Henderson. He left 
Tacoma, Wash., yesterday, accom-’ 
panied by Mrs. Harding and mem- 
bers of his Alaskan party amid the 
salutes of naval craft in Tacoma and 
Seattle waters. Escorting the Hen- 
derson are two American destroyers, 
the Hull and the Corry, equipped 
with depth finders and commanded 
by officers who recently made charts 
of the Pacific shore water depths. 

The attendance of the destroyers 
is due merely Ko the extraordinary 
precautions of naval authorities to 
surround the President with every 
possible safety during the ‘voyage. 
The course follows the international 
passage from Puget Sound to Alaska 
and touches the open waters of the 
Pacific only for a few miles of the 
trip. 

The Henderson’s speed was kept 
at an average of 12 knots @llowing 
smooth water roll and with only a 
slightly noticeable tremor from the 
40,000 reciprocating engines. 

The chief executive plans entire 
diversion from governmental affairs 
throughout the voyage. He and Mrs. 
Harding today inspected the ship, 
meeting the personnel. Both enjoyed 
in full measure their first uninter- 
rupted rest since 3 from 
Washington.

The President, as he boarded the 
vessel, was in an unusually happy 
frame of mind, and overjoyed by 
the prospect of realizing the ambi-

Two days of steady sailing lay 
ahead of the party when it left Taco- 
ma, up through the inside passage of 
British Columbia and Alaska.

We tried to borrow a recording 
bar ograph, a form of altitude instru- 
ment, from Scott Field, but they 
could not let us have it without an 
order from Washington, so we took 
two tested altimeters from St. Louis 
Field. Mrs. Horchem had one and 
there was one for me, in the forward 
cockpit. That was all I had in the 
way of instruments er controls. An 
altimeter is a rather delicate affair, 
inclosed in a- glass case. The basis 
is a small ‘can’ of sensitive metal in | 
which is a vacuum, the sides caving | 
in a bit under the air pressure. A6 
you fly higher, the air pressure be- 
comes less and the sides of the ‘can’ 
expand, working an arm that moves | 
a dial hand to show the altitude. 

“We went up in a big circle, with 
Louis Field. and the city, eight 
miles or more east, as two points 
on the circumference. I signaled 
Mrs, Horchem every 2000 feet up, tg 
learn the condition of the motor. It 
was necessary to watch the motor 
temperature, oil pressure, ‘gas’ pres- 
sure and speed of revolution, to pre- 
vent trouble. Of course, we couldn't 
talk in that nolse. 

“The motor never missed, except 
at first, when wawere about 500 feet 
up, and jt coughed a little because 
of water in the ‘gas.’ I had intended 
to put more oil in the.motor while we 
were up, but I couldn’t because it 
was like a blizzard when I leaned out 
of the cockpit. I made a mistake 
not wearing gloves and®moccasins. | 
The temperature was away delow 
freezing and my hands got so cold 
I had to sit on them. a 

“It was awfully cold all the way | 
down till we were within about 500 
feet of earth, when it seemed to 
warm up suddenly.

COUPLE SEPARATED

Letter to His Parents Says: 
Let Mothers-in-Law Take 
Warning—Do Not Meddle 
Between Man and Wife.” 


Eugene McClanahan, an architec- 
tural draftsman in the Frisco Rail- 
road offices here, shot and killed his 
wife, then shot himself, at the home 


of the wife's parents in Springfield, 
Mo., yesterday. He died soon after- 
ward. He was 44 years old, and his 
wife was 21. They were married a 
year ago, and had been separated for 
four months. 

A lengthy letter, addressed by Mc- 
Clanahan to his father and mother 
in Peoria, Ill, and found in his 
pocket, declared his mother-in-law, 
Mra. U. G. Leroy, of Springfield, was 
responsible for the separation of the 
McClanahans. The letter said: 

Nora’s mother is the cause of 
all this trouble. Let mothers-in- 
law take warning—do not meddle 
between man and wife. | 

In the same letter he reproached 
his young wife, and wrote once “I 
guess I am crazy.“ and twice that 
he was not insane. After several 
expressions of love for his wife, he 
wrote that she had threatened to 
kill herself and that he would not 
permit this, but would kill her. 

McClanahan went to Springfield at 
the end of last week and took a room 
at a hotel. A dispatch states that 
he called yesterday at the Leroy home 
and, finding his wife alone, fired sev- 
eral shots. Mrs. MeClanahan's young- 
er brother called neighbors. who 
found the wit Sead and McClana- 
har lying unconscious across her 
body. 

The young woman was a graduate 
of a business collge, and married Me- 
Clanahan when he was employed in 
Springfield. 

R. C. Stephens, under whom Mic- 
Clanahan worked in the -Frisco’s 
architectural department, said today 
that McClanahan was a pleasant, 
quiet man and had said little at the 
office about his family affairs. Ile 
had worked there since March 10, 
and had lived at a boarding place 
within walking distance of his work, 
He left a note for Stephens last Sat- 
urday, saving that he had gone to 
Springfield because his wife was ill 
there.

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“LAVA BEAR,” NEW 
_ TO HARDING PARTY

She added that she had 
maintaind a summer home at 
Mamaroneck, N. Y., which was left 
to her and her husband under the 
will of the late Col. Colt and that 
the expenses and upkeep of the home 
had been borne by her. 

Mrs. Colt said she had been as- 
saulted by her husband on several 
occasions between 1914 and 1921, 
when she finally separated from 
him. 

Anna Patterson, Mrs. Colt’s maid. 
declared in her deposition that she 
was called to Mrs. Colt’s room one 
night in April, 1920, and found her 
with face bleeding, eyes discolored 
and suffering from nervous shock.

Ridge of 


MINORITY REPORT IN 
HERRIN INQUIRY FILED 


Black and Hunter Held Blame- 
iess ‘Because They Could Not 
Anticipate Action of Mob.’ 


By the Associated Press. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., July 6.—Ex- 


oneration of the Military Department 


of the State of blame in connection 
with the Herrin mine riots of June, 
1922, is contained in a minority re- 
port of the House Investigating Com- 
mittee, filed yesterday by Represcnt- 
atives Pierce of Boone County and 
Curran of Chicago, two Republican 
members of the committee. 

The report holds that Adjutan*- 
General Black and Col. Hunter, his 
personal emissary at Herrin prior to 
and during the riots, were not to 
blame, ‘because they could not an- 
ticipate the action of the mob.” 

“The same resulta might occur in 
any community in the State of Illi 
nois,” the report said. The com- 
mittee finds that Adjutant-General 
Black and Col, Hunter acted upon 
information at hand and were un- 
able to anticipate the action of the 
mob.“ 

The evidence heard by the com- 
mittte is of such controversial na- 
ture,“ the report continued, that we 
are unable to definitely fix responsi- 
bility because of the mob spirit prev- 
alent at the time, nor that there was 
any real or intendtd neglect on the 
part of the public officials. There- 
fore, in accordance with the report 
of the Board of Officers from ihe 
Military Department, the committee 
believes that this trouble could not 


have been anticipated, and that ev- 


erything that could be done had been 
done by the State to forestall this 
trouble.”’ 


MOTORIZED BALLOON FLIES 
400 MILES IN NINE HOURS 


Record for That Type of Oraft 
Made by Airship to Be Used in 
Fighting Gypsy Moth.

ELMIRA, N. T., July 6.— 


Manned by two aviators in Federal 
service, a motorized balloon of a 
new type, dropped upon the field of 
the Air Craft Corporation at Ham- 
mondsport yesterday afternoon, 
completing a journey from McCook 
Field, Dayton, O. The balloon Is 
said to have made a record flight for 
this type of airship.

LONDON, July 6.—The 
strike continued to spread today un- 
til 40,000 men are idle in British 
ports, 18, 600 of them in the Thames. 
London millers have only seven to 
10 days’ supplies of wheat, but no 
meat famine is likely because of the 
quantities of frozen meat in storage. 
However, meat prices have gone up. 

Labor leaders all oppose the strike 
and are confident the leaderless 
movement must collapse within a 
few days, owing to lack of funds. 

One result of the strike is likely 
to be an official investigation into 
methods the Board of Trade uses in 
fixing the index of commodity prices. 
The index used was the basis for the 
shilling-a-day wage cut against 
which the dock men are striking. 
They say the cost of living has not 
fallen as the index shows. 

Under wage agreements made last 
year, the men in many trades be- 
sides the dockers, agreed to accept 
less pay as the cost of living fell, the 
Board of Trade index to be the basis. 

The index is based on statistics 
gathered from retailers all over the 
country. It covers food, rent, 
clothes, light, fuel and a misceliane- 
ous group of items. This index in- 
dicates a fall in the cost of living 
from 84 per cent above the pre-war 
level last year to 69 per cent. Labor 
leaders agree the index is unreliable. 
They want the method of compiling 
it changed and this view is winning 
considerable public sympathy. 


CORONER'S VERDICT NAMES TWO 
IN DEATH OF MAN IN FIGHT 


Boarding House Proprietor and An- 
other Said to Have Attacked 
Oliver Goodson. 
A Coroner’s verdict of manslaugh- 
ter was returned in East St. Louis 
yesterday in the case of Oliver Good- 
son, 39 years old, of 110 North Sev- 
enteenth street, who died Wednes- 
day night of a fracture of the skull 
suffered that day in a street fight. 
Charles L. Browh, 39, proprietor of | 
a boarding house at 1650 East Broad- 
way, and Charles Witzke, 28, a 
boarder there, were named as being 
responsible for the death. 
Witnesses testified that Brown 
struck Goodson when the latter, 
standing on the corner near the 
boarding house, refused to accom- 
pany Brown to the house. Goodson 
then knocked Brown ‘down, but 
Witzke was said to have jumped into | 
the fight and twice knocked Good- | 
son off his feet. The second time 
Goodson’s head struck the curbing 
and his skull was fractured. Police 
say they were told by Mrs. Brown 
that her husband was unreasonably 
jealous of Goodson and had threa:- 
ened that morning to “get him” aft- 
er Goodson had spoken casually to 
her. Brown and Witzke were re- 
leased on $1000 bonds each, ‘egret 
grand jury action. 


CONSCRIPTION OF BRICKLAYERS 
FOR SCHOOL JOBS PROPOSED 


Union in New York Suggests Bach- 
elors Be Assigned to the Work 
at $12 a Day. 
By tHe Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 6.—Conscrip- 
tion of bachelor bricklayers now 
earning up to $16 a day on com- 
mercial jobs, and their assignment 
to erecting schools at $12 a day, 
was proposed by union officials yes- 
terday at a conference with con- 
tractors and Mayor Hylan’s commit- 
tee on school construction. 

Under an agreement the union en- 
tered three weeks ago, bricklayers 
were to be furnished for school jobs 
at $12 a day. Competitive bidding 
for labor by contractors on com- 
mercial work has raised the current 
scale until virtually all the school 
bricklayers have deserted for better 
paying jobs.

Wilson’s Secretary of Navy

plenty of evidence of sabotage when 
the Vaterland, now the Leviathan, 
was taken over by the American Gov- 
ernment, former Secretary of the 
Navy Josephus Daniels informe tne 
New York Times today in a telegram 
from La Junta, Colo. 

Contradicting statements made re- 
cently by Representative M. D. Mad- 
den of Illinois and F. H. Gibbs of 
Gibbs Bros., engineers, who recondi- 
tioned the vessel, the former Cabinet 
‘officer declared that there had been 
less evidence of sabotage on the Va- 
terland than on the other interned 
German ships, but that there had 
been plenty. Gibbs recently declared 
the damage had been the result of 
an accident. 

Daniels declared his first impulse, 
on being questioned on the subject, 
was to ask: 

“When is the propaganda endeav- 
oring to make angels out of Germans 
guilty of murder on U-boats and 
saints of the commanders in charge 
of interned German ships to cease?” 
4 Sabotage on the Leviathan, he 
said, included boring holes in ou:-

It is remarkable because 
McAdbdo publicly declined to be a 
candidate at the last convention and 
his friends were unable to win the 
nomination chiefly’ because of the 
son-in-law relationship of McAdoo to 
Woodrow Wilson. What was con- 
sidered a liability then, however, now 
is being talked of by his friends as 
an asset.

UNIVERSITY ACQUIRES RARE 
| TABLETS FROM BABYLONIA 


One of Pieces Is Bill for “22 Fat 
| Sheep” Carrying Date of 
| 2350 B. C. 
| By the Associated Press. 
| FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., July 6.— 
A bill, more than 4000 years old, for 
“99 fat sheep has jyst been ac- 
quired by the University of Arkan- 
sas, along with three other Babylon- 
ian tablets from the collection of 
Edgar J. Banks, the archaelogist. 
These bits of baked clay go back to 
Bibical times. 
The bill, 


| which is dated about 
2350 B. C., was found at Drehem, a 
suburb of Nippur. A second tablet, 
about two inches square, comes from 
the same period, and is a record 
temple offerings, bearing also the 
seal of the temple scribe. Elassar 
Elassar, the Biblical city mentioned 
in Genesis 14:1, was the place where 
the third bit of inscribed clay was 
picked up. It is a business docu- 
ment or contract from the first Ba- 
bylonian dynasty, about 2000 B. C. 
The fourth is a cone-shaped tab- 
let from the ruins of the Biblical 
city of Erech, mentioned in Genesis 
10:10. It is a yotive symbol made by 
the priests of the goddess of love, 
and sold to the visiting pilgrims, 
who thrust it into the mortar be- 
tween the bricks of the temple wall 
as an offering for the king. Thus a 
part of the temple income was de- 
rived. The date of the cone is 2100 
B. C. 


f All four of the tablets are covered 


with inscriptions in ancient cunei- 
form writing, which only an expert 
can decipher.

George H. Burr & Co., said today. 
“St. Louis has one of the finest 
financial statements of any of the 
large cities of the country and its 
municipal bonds are an attractive in- 
vestment. They are especially de- 
sirable in the Eastern bond barkets 
because they are a legal investment 
for trust funds. The sale was a very 
favorable one for the city.” 


The bulk of the issue was sent to 
New York for sale in the Eastern 
bond markets. Part of the issue 
vas sent to Chicago and the re- 
mainder will be absorbed in St. 
Leuls. The final distribution has 
not been determined, as reports on 
leealities of all of the sales have 
not been received. 


Associated with George H. Burr 
& Co. in the syndicate are the Fed- 
eral Securities Corporation, of Chi- 
cago, and three New York bend 
houses, H. L. Allen & Co. P. F. Cu- 
sick & Co., and Rutter & Co. The 
Burr company has branches in 16 
cities. Members of the syndicate 
were not announced when bids were 
presented on the bonds. 

This block of bonds is from the 
$75,372,500 issue, which will be re- 
tired by tax levy. The other $12,- 
000,000 of the 687,372,800 total, is 
a waterworks issue, to be retired 
from revenues of the Water Depart- 
ment. Ordinances fix the maximum 
interest of the tax levy bonds at 4% 
per cent, and the waterworks bonds 
at 5 per cent. 

The bonds are 20-year serial cou- 
pon bonds, the first $425,000 of the 
$2,500,000 maturing on July 1, 1928, 
and a fractional part, ranging from 
$100,000 to $185,000, will fall due
